Herewith a copy of Abe Kosoff's appraisal of ir.y collection — or at 
lease his appraisal of four groups out of tho eight groups shown in Joiui Ford's 
appraisal of September 12, 1973. If you don't have a copy of the latter, just 
let me know and I will send it along. The groups Abe didn't feel qualified 
to appraise were (4) Mormon and Utah Paper Currency; (5) Western Paper Currency 
(other than Mormon); (7) Western Military Post Sutler Tokens; and (8) Indian 
Trader Tokens. 

You will also note Abe's Urst Appraisal Certificate, the shorter 
form, totalling $1,070,450. When I added up the figures, I found discrepancies, 
which I then called to Abe's attention. As a result, he sent me the second 
Appraisal Certificate, the longer form, totalling $1,108,050, which I received 
December 11th. 

I think it would be most interesting to compare Abe's appraisals of 
your collection and mine, for I have a feeling that there are rather substantial 
differences which might show up Abe's knowledge or lack thereof. For example, 
when I sold my duplicates to the Bank of California, I found it very difficult 
to decide which of the two Baldwin $20 pieces I wanted to keep. I kept what 
I thought wa3 the better of the two, rated EF-45 by both John Ford and myself. 

I note that Abo has dropped its classification to EF-35 and valued it at $22,500. 
I'll be interested to learn how he graded your copy and what value he placed upon 
it. And of course, there are Dvany other similar questions particularly concern¬ 
ing some of tha gold bars or ingots. I look forward to hearing from you in the 
uear future.

Aside from the above, the appraisal you first sent me simply didn't add up 
correctly. No appraisal should ever go out without being carefully checked for 
accuracy. Fortunately for you, I caught the error before sending the appraisal to 
the U.S. Treasury Department. 

Your statement for my appraisal arrived about a month ago, with another 
copy last week, both in amount $4,000. As you now know, I am not happy with that 
appraisal, and I think the amount is decidedly too high. At the same time, your 
appraisal has been of some value to me. 

So I suggest we come into some reasonable agreement as to the amount of 
your fee. I would prefer to delay payment until my collection (or the major portion 
thereof) is sold or leased — which might be in a matter of weeks, or perhaps months.

I 
am a "reluctant" seller at best, preferring to lease my entire collection and continue 
building it. I will, for the present, hang on to my Pioneer Trials and Patterns, 
Western Currency, Tokens of the Old West, etc. Any help you can give me in building 
up those collections will be greatly appreciated.

We have examined your collection of Western Money and will prepare 
a detailed appraisal which will be presented to you by November 30th. 

In the meantime, in order to expedite the placing of insurance in con¬ 
templation of your exhibit at the San Francisco Assay Office, we make 
the following comments; 

a) We have discussed with you the advisability of obtaining 
confirmation of authenticity in connection with most of the 
ingots and U.S. Assay pieces and that a certificate from 
the American Numismatic Authentication Certification 
Service in Washington, D.C. should be obtained. 


The number of items involved represents only about 7 % of 
the total but about 30% of the dollar value. 

Our suggestion that you obtain such confirmation was made 
because there is considerable difference of opinion among 
leading numismatists concerning the origin and authenticity 
of some of the ingots as well as some of the U.S.Assay pieces. 

We were confronted with a similar problem when we appraised 
the Josiah K. Lilly Collection some years ago. As a result of 
much study and investigation, we concluded that the items were 
authentic and appraised them accordingly. Frankly, if the 
Authentication Service had been in operation, we would have 
suggested that confirmation be made through its offices.

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b) We have examined the appraisal of your collection prepared by 
Mr. John J. Ford, Jr. as of September 12, 1973. 

It is likely that our opinions will vary from Mr. Fords in a number 
of instances both as to grading as well as to values. 

Subject to the confirmation of authenticity of the Ingots and the 
U.S. Assay pieces mentioned in a) above and the variances which 
will appear in our detailed appraisal, we believe you may proceed 
with the insurance on the basis of Mr. Fords figures. 

Naturally, our detailed appraisal, which will be submitted to you 
by November 30, 1973, is to take precedence over this letter.
